The leaders of the United Steelworkers, as 
anxious as Truman to revitalize illusions in the 
Washington administration, have keyed the work- 
ers for great expectations. Thus, they have vir- 
tually committed the workers in advance to 
accepting the recommendation blind.

THESE MANEUVERS, nevertheless, figure 
differently in the top circles of the steel and other 
corporations. They are not going to pay money 
to advance the political fortunes of Truman and 
his friends among the labor bureaucracy. They 
will play the fact-finder game only if they are 
shown they can get a cheap settlement out of it. 
The workers will have to fight for anything real. 


Murray and the President were never as 
anxious to avoid a struggle in steel, and conse- 
quently in other industries, as they are ‘today. 
Not, however, because they think labor is in a 
weak position to fight. That wouldn't be true. 
Both realize that a struggle would hasten the 
process of disillusionment with the Truman ad- 
ministration and the belief that the Democratic 
Party is the “party of liberalism.” Truman, in the 
final analyses. would only reveal his friendship 
for the corporations as he did during the 1946 
railroad strike. 

_ That process would also hasten the disillusion- 
ment with Murray’s bankrupt political line. More- 
over, Murray (urged by Truman and the trusts) 
would rather concentrate his energies in a fight 
against the progressive unions in the CIO, which 
he is preparing to do at the next CIO convention, 
than upon the steel trust. 

The steel companies are fully aware of the 
thinking in the fact-finding board and in the 
offices of top union leaders. They are playing 
their cards to scare the fact-finders into recom-

Saturday. They were very arrogant at the hear- 
ings, and as much 4s said theyd rather have a 
strike than give anything.
